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Hill fort 
housing 
'would aid 
tourism' 

HOUSING built near to the 
Old Oswestry Hill Fort could 
help bring more tourists to 
see the ancient monument, 
Shropshire Council has said. 

The council said yesterday 
(Wednesday) that it had 
been working closely with 
English Heritage and the 
promoter of housing sites 
to assess the potential 
impacts of further housing 
on the hill fort. 

These discussions had 
resulted in a significant 
reduction in the scale of 
development near the hill 
fort, from that illustrated in 
the previous SAMDev con¬ 
sultation last year. 

An updated ‘Heritage 
Impact Assessment’ with 
the revised proposals 
assesses the impact of these 
on the setting of the hill fort. 

An internet petition has 
been launched to try to stop 
the housing being built. 

Mai Price, Shropshire 
Council Cabinet member 
with responsibility for plan¬ 
ning, said: “The proposed 
housing development would 
also provide a new access to 
the hill fort from the Gob- 
owen Road, together with 
car parking and an interpre¬ 
tation point, consistent with 
the objectives of the new 
‘Oswestry 2020 Town Plan’. 

“Having taken into 
account the objections to the 
original plan in this area of 
Oswestry, we have scaled- 
down the proposed building 
work in this area. ” 

Offa’s Dyke 
Is damaged 

DAMAGE to an ancient 
landmark on the Shrop¬ 
shire/Welsh border could 
have been worse, if not for 
the swift intervention of the 
Offa’s Dyke Association. 

Police and the Welsh her¬ 
itage body, Cadw, are inves¬ 
tigating the bulldozing of 
part of the Offa’s Dyke 
earthwork on land off the A5 
north of Chirk. The eighth 
century border that sepa¬ 
rated Mercia from England 
is a protected monument. 

Jim Saunders, from the 
Offa’s Dyke Association, 
said it was one of their mem¬ 
bers who raised the alarm.

MP's call 
to keep 
services 
at the RSH 

IT is vital that stroke serv¬ 
ices are retained at the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
and not moved permanently 
to Telford, a Mid Wales MP 
has claimed. 

Glyn Davies, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire MB said the 
interests of patients over the 
border in Mid Wales need to 
be looked after and said he 
would do all he can to ensure 
a proper service was kept at 
the RSH. 

He said he wants Welsh 
views taken on board when 
all major decisions over the 
health service. 

Until recently stroke serv¬ 
ices in Shropshire have been 
located at both major hospi¬ 
tals at Shrewsbury and 
Telford, but as a result of 
staffing issues at the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital, stroke 
services are now concen¬ 
trated at the Princess Royal 
in Telford, Mr Davies said. 

Last week Shropshire’s 
Healthcare Trust said at a 
Joint Health Scrutiny Meet¬ 
ing in Telford that there was 
the possibility of stroke serv¬ 
ices being delivered from 
only one site and this would 
probably be the Princess 
Royal Hospital in Telford. 

Mr Davies said: “The 
interests of Mont¬ 
gomeryshire must be prop¬ 
erly considered when NHS 
services in Shropshire are 
re-organised. We pay the 
same taxes as everyone else 
and when we are hurt we 
bleed like everyone else. The 
people of Montgomeryshire 
deserve the same considera¬ 
tion as everyone else.”

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Viaduct 
work set 
to cause 
delays 

RAIL passengers in Shrop¬ 
shire are facing more than a 
week of disruption due to 
“essential” work on a 
viaduct. 

Trains between Shrews¬ 
bury and Wrexham General 
will be diverted via Chester 
and Crewe while improve¬ 
ments are carried out to 
Cefn Mawr viaduct near 
Chirk. 

Replacement bus services 
will run between Shrews¬ 
bury and Wrexham calling 
at stations in Gobowen, 
Chirk and Ruabon. 

The work by Network 
Rail contractors will start on 
Saturday and last for eight 
days. 

The changes will affect

Ecologist 
advises 
on site's 
wildlife 

MASSIVE plans to rede¬ 
velop Oswestry’s livestock 
market should be carried 
out in an environmentally- 
friendly way, with bat boxes 
and a new pond for newts, 
the county’s ecologist has 
recommended. 

The site is set to be given 
over to a Morrison’s super¬ 
market, a cinema, and 
Frankie & Benny’s and 
McDonald’s restaurants. 

But first Dr Sue Swales, 
Shropshire Council’s ecolo¬ 
gist, has made recommenda¬ 
tions for the redevelopment 
of the Shrewsbury Road site. 

She is calling for a new 
pond to replace one which 
will be filled in during the 
redevelopment, provision of 
bat roosting areas and for no 
demolition work to be car¬ 
ried out in bird nesting or 
bat hibernation periods. 

Ecological surveys found 
smooth newts and common 
frogs living in one of the two 
ponds on the site. 

Although no great crested 
newts were found, the ecolo¬ 
gists said the pond was a 
potential habitat for the 
creatures, which are a pro¬ 
tected species. 

But as the pond is ear¬ 
marked to be filled in, Dr 
Swales has recommended a 
condition be attached to any 
planning permission for a 
replacement wildlife pond to 
be created as soon as possi¬ 
ble after work starts. 

This would allow plants 
and animals to move over to 
the new pond and prevent 
the loss of habitat. 

The ecologists have also 
recommended bat boxes are 
put up around the site after 
small numbers of brown 
long-eared bat droppings 
were found. 

Dr Swales said: “The 
developer has agreed to 
incorporate several meas¬ 
ures that would enhance the 
value of the site for bats. 
These include installing sev¬ 
eral bat boxes on mature 
trees or within the walls of 
new buildings and a pur¬ 
pose-built, night roost.

Grounds of ex-tax office to 
become affordable homes 


THE grounds of Oswestry’s for¬ 
mer tax office will be turned into 
a new development of 14 afford¬ 
able homes after controversial 
plans were approved by Shrop¬ 
shire Council. 

Plans for the use of the land at Plas 
Ffynnon, 12-14 Middleton Road, 
received 25 objections from local resi¬ 
dents and from Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil. 

But the scheme has today been 
approved, paving the way for the gardens

of the former tax office to be turned into 
an estate of affordable accommodation. 

The tax office was reduced from a fully 
staffed centre to a skeleton staff in 2007, 
and finally closed earlier this year. 

A statement released by Shropshire 
Council’s planning department said the 
scheme “represents an appropriate use of 
land” and “provides an opportunity to 
create much needed affordable housing in 
a sustainable location that is within a 
short walking distance of shops, service 
and other facilities.” 


The homes will include some bunga¬ 
lows and some houses, with a mixture of 
two and three bedrooms. They will be 
developed and managed by Wrekin Hous¬ 
ing Trust. 

A spokesman for Shropshire Council’s 
affordable housing said: “The scheme will 
help to address the pressing need for 
affordable housing in the Oswestry area. 

“There is affordable housing need, and 
corresponding strong demand, for bunga¬ 
low accommodation within Oswestry. 

“Shropshire HomePoint figures indi¬ 
cate that more than 100 of the households 
registered for affordable housing in the 


town are aged over 55 years. Allocations 
will be made to people from the council’s 
housing register waiting list seeking 
affordable rented accommodation in the 
town.” 

During the consultation period, a public 
meeting was held where some local resi¬ 
dents raised concerns about traffic coming 
out of the site, which is just before a hump 
back bridge with limited visibility. 

Oswestry Town Council had opposed 
the plans on road safety grounds, but 
Shropshire Council’s highways depart¬ 
ment did not have any objections to the 
scheme.

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Council offers funding 
to improve town B&Bs

BED and breakfast businesses in 
the Oswestry area can bid for up 
to £5,000 to increase the number 
of bedrooms they have or improve 
facilities. 

Putting in ensuite bathrooms, 
improving access and even installing 
wi-fi could qualify for funding from 
Shropshire Council’s Market Towns 
Revitalisation Programme. 

The aim is to help bring more people into 
the area to stay overnight, which in turn will 
help the economy in Oswestry. 

Owners of bed and breakfast establish¬ 
ments will have to provide at least half of the 
funding for the work. 

Keith Barrow, leader of Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil and councillor for Oswestry south, said 
that the grants were to help improvements 
to B&B accommodation and increase the 
number of bedrooms available. 

“Owners of B&Bs can bid for support with 
projects such as creating additional bed¬ 
rooms, making alterations to improve access 
and the installation of lifts, ensuite facilities, 
wi-fi or broadband,” he said. 

“We’ve already seen some of this fund go 
to good use so far and I hope to see even 
more B&Bs benefit from this scheme. 
Increasing the town’s capacity to house 
overnight guests will boost the economy.” 

Councillor Steve Charmley, the cabinet 
member for business growth is leading the 
Market Towns Revitalisation Programme. 

He said: “Up to 50 per cent grant is avail¬ 
able, and the maximum grant initially avail¬ 
able is £5,000.”

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Stay smart online to beat bullies

THEY’RE the online tools that are 
meant to bring us together. But 
increasingly, social media websites 
are gathering a reputation as often 
cruel and dangerous places. 

The vast majority of social media use is 
harmless. Accounts with Facebook and 
Twitter are seen as status symbols to many 
youngsters, with large lists of friends or fol¬ 
lowers seen as signs of popularity. 

Social media allows long lost friends who 
would otherwise have lost contact, to keep 
in touch. It allows the sharing of informa¬ 
tion almost instantaneously. 

But some users take advantage of the 
openness of social media to direct vile abuse 
at users, or at worse to groom youngsters. 
Children have been known to share personal 
information, such as mobile phone numbers 
or addresses, with complete strangers. 

Some see the online world as completely 
separate to the real world, unaware that 
activity online can have real and sometimes 
dangerous consequences. 

Here we take a look at four major social 
media sites and examine the risks users can 
face from each. 


Facebook 

The most popular social media website in 
the Western world, Facebook was a catalyst 
for the online social revolution. With more 
than a billion users, for many people it is the 
essential tool for keeping in touch with 
friends. 

But it has been at the centre of numerous 
controversies. Groups have been set up 
specifically to bully or intimidate individu¬ 
als. Intimate pictures that have been private 
have gone viral, leading to ruined reputa¬ 
tions and worse. Although Facebook states 
users must be at least 13, the reality is that 
the rule is almost impossible to enforce. 

Often bullying will take place very publicly 
on Facebook, with open groups set up dedi¬ 
cated to demeaning users. Conversation histo¬ 
ries are often visible to other users, so warning

signs can be picked up on if one person appears 
to be the target of abuse. To stay safe on the 
site, Facebook recommends: 

• Setting privacy controls to allow only your 
friends to see what you’re up to 

• Secure your passwords to stop anyone taking 
control of your account 

• Block and report anyone who sends you 



unwanted or inappropriate messages. See

Twitter 

A far simpler social network than Facebook, 
Twitter was created in March 2006. It allows 
users to compose and send 140-character 
updates which are then sent out publically.

People can “follow” other Twitter users to 
automatically see their updates, or search for 
topics to find updates from people they do not 
follow. 

Celebrities, politicians and people from all 
walks of life use it to make announcements, 
comment on current affairs or update the 
world on what they are having for tea. 


But it has hit the headlines in recent weeks 
after a number of women, including cam¬ 
paigner Caroline Criado-Perez, were targeted 
with threats to rape or kill. 

Private messages, called direct messages on 
Twitter, can only be sent by people who follow 
one another. Twitter has come under pressure 
to make it easier for users to report abuse. 
Many famous followers have taken to publi¬ 
cally shaming their abusers, known as trolls, 
by “re-tweeting” abusive messages. It is a way 
of sharing the abuse with many thousands of 
people, who then out the abusers as “trolls”. 

Tools like Tweetdeck (www.tweetdeck. com) 
allow easier reporting of abuse than Twitter’s 
own site. See support.twitter.com 
Instagram 

Famed for the way it can transform even the 
dullest photo into a work of art, Instagram is 
hugely popular with mobile phone users who 
fancy themselves as budding photographers. 
Users can take images then select what type of 
“filter” to apply to them, giving them a retro 
or arty appearance. 

Reports of abuse on Instagram, which has 
more than 100 million users, are few and far 
between. Most revolve around naked pictures 
being shared. See help.instagram.com 

Ask.fm 

Although relatively small compared to the 
giants that are Twitter and Facebook, Ask.fm 
has gathered a notorious reputation in recent 
weeks following the death of Hannah Smith, 14, 
from Leicestershire. The Latvian site, which is 
just three years old, works differently to other 
social networks in that users can invite ques¬ 
tions from other users. 

Hannah had used the site to seek advice fol¬ 
lowing the return of her severe eczema. She was 
advised to “drink bleach” and kill herself by 
trolls on the website. 

Ask.fm actually offers some of the clearest 
and most sensible advice to users. 

It says: “Never share personal information 
like phone numbers, email addresses or home 
addresses on your page.

CAN I GIVE MY PROBLEM TENANTS SEVEN DAYS’ NOTICE AND CHANGE THE LOCKS? 


Q: I own a property that has been converted into flats which I have been letting out to various tenants for many years without any problems. Since February, 
however, I have had new tenants in one of the flats who haven’t paid any rent since April. They have also been causing problems with tenants of the other flats 
because of their late night parties and general antisocial attitude. Recently they broke a window to gain entry to the property because they had lost their keys. 

I have given them several warnings to no avail. Can I give them a seven day notice and change the locks? 

A: No, there is a prescribed set of procedures which must be followed to evict tenants from a residential property. You should instruct a solicitor to issue a formal 
notice to the tenants giving the specified notice period required and providing full details of the allegations made against them. If the tenants have failed to vacate 
by the date of expiry of the notice, Court proceedings may then be issued for possession of the property. The claim will be listed for hearing before a District 
Judge, and provided that certain criteria are met, the Judge will make an order for possession. The tenants will usually be given time to vacate the property. If they 
fail to do so within that time, then a Warrant for Possession must be obtained, after which a County Court Bailiff will attend at the property and the tenants will be 
forcibly removed from it. It is very important to observe the legal requirements for recovering possession, as failure to do so may result in prosecution for unlawful 
eviction and a claim for compensation against you. It is recommended that you consult a solicitor 
to guide you through this tricky process.

fell for the second year in a row. 

In total, 26.3 per cent of entries scored an A or A* this 
year, down from 26.6 per cent in 2012 - a drop of 0.3 per 
cent. 

It is believed to be the second biggest fall in the history 
of A-levels and comes after the A*-A pass rate fell for the 
first time in more than 20 years last year. The latest drop 
comes amid rising numbers of teenagers taking A-levels in 
“traditional” subjects like science and maths. Education 
experts said an increased focus on those subjects would fuel 
a slight drop in results. 

Despite the fall in top grades, a record number of students 
have been accepted on university courses. 

Oswestry School sixth formers were reaping the rewards 
of their hard work with almost 59 per cent of passes being of 
A*, A or B grades.

Cydists are set to go up 
against steam power

CYCLISTS will be putting them¬ 
selves against steam power next 
month with the third Welshpool 
Rotary Club Race The Train 
event takes place. 

Hundreds of cyclists are expected to 
descend on the town for the event on 
September 15. 

It is the latest event to put the mid 
Wales town on the national cycling 
map. 

Club spokesman Ewen Macleod 
said: “Welshpool is rapidly becoming 
the cycling capital of Mid Wales. The 
Tour of Britain has visited the town on 
two occasions, we have the annual 
canal triathlon, and now funding is 
being made available for cycle routes. 

“Welshpool Rotary Club’s race The 
Train is another part of the cycling jig¬ 
saw, and next month will be the third 
time we have arranged the event. It 
will be bigger and better than the pre¬ 
ceding two, which were both very suc¬ 
cessful. Money raised will go towards 
Rotary charities and good causes.” 

The race is open to anyone over the 
age of 14, and the aim is to beat the 
11.15 Welshpool & Llanfair Light Rail¬ 
way steam train to Llanfair Caerein- 
ion. The route will use mainly quiet 
roads, over a distance of approximately 
nine miles. 

“Any reasonably fit person should be 
able to complete the ride, though 
entrants need to be aware that the 
route includes several hilly sections. 
Helmets are recommended..” 

Mr Macleod said: “It is not a cycle 
race, the aim is to beat the train from 
Welshpool to Llanfair. Any type of bike 
can be used, and participants will 
range from serious club cyclists to 
leisure riders.” 

The event will be fully marshalled, 
with stewards directing riders at each 


junction. A sweeper vehicle with trailer 
will pick up any riders with mechanical 
problems. On arrival at Llanfair each 
cyclist will be given a drink and a 
chocolate bar, along with a certificate. 


Entry is just £6. Registration is at 
Raven Square station, Welshpool, 
from 10.15am-llam - turn up on the 
day.

Tragedy sparks mother's 
SADS fundraising campaign 


WHEN Anne Wilson’s daughter died in 1995 from an undiagnosed 
heart condition, she was determined that something good would 
come of it. 

Sue Yost was just 28 when she died of Sudden Arrhythmic Death Syndrome - a genetic 
heart condition that can cause sudden death in young, apparently healthy people. 

“Sue was serving in the army in Cyprus. She was very fit and did all sports, and she 
just died suddenly while she was doing lifesaving for children in the swimming pool,” Anne, 


from Oswestry, said. “The army carries out a 
find any cause. 

“In 2009 I was watching television and I 
saw an interview with Anne Jolly, the co¬ 
founder of SADS UK, a charity that tries to 
raise awareness of SADS. 

“It was just after the Boyzone singer 
Stephen Gately had died, and she was talk¬ 
ing about SADS and that he had died 
because of his heart. 

“She said her son had died at 16 in his 
sleep, and I thought Sue’s death sounded 
very familiar to what Anne Jolly had gone 
through.” 

Backing 

After listening to the interview, Anne, 73, 
decided to look into the work of SADS UK 
and began to raise funds for the charity. 

She has also been backing their petition 
to make it obligatory for every secondary 
school to be equipped with an automated 
external defibrillator. 

A defibrillator, or AED, is the only piece 
of equipment that will restore heart rhythm. 
It can restart the heart in an emergency sit¬ 
uation and sustain life until the ambulance 
arrives. 

But Anne also wanted to make more of a 
difference to local people, and in 2011 
decided to start fundraising for an AED to 
be put into The Marches School in Oswestry 
- where Sue went to school in the early 
1980s. 

Anne said: “We raised funds with birth¬ 
day parties, and we held a cream tea in

Oswestry, which raised a large total. We 
raised enough to put a defibrillator at 
Marches last spring.” 

But despite reaching her target, Anne is 
still busy raising funds for the charity and 
working to provide more lifesaving equip¬ 
ment for schools in Oswestry. 

“After last April, we held more cream teas 
and got donations from the town’s two 
Rotary clubs. We’ve been able to put 
another defibrillator in the Marches’ sports 
hall during this summer holiday so it’ll be 
ready for when the new term starts,” she 
said. 

“We’ve had two very generous donations 
from the two Rotary clubs so now another 
defibrillator will be going to Walford & 
North Shropshire College in time for the 
new term. 

“And Lakelands School in Ellesmere ear¬ 
lier this year raised their own funds to place 
a defibrillator in the school. 

“It’s getting more momentum in the 
area, and with the Chronicle’s campaign

Angry carers jeer councillors 
over plan to axe day centres 


COUNCILLORS rejected plans for a cross¬ 
party commission on the future of adult day 
care centres in Shropshire - because they 
said it would increase the anxiety for users. 

Amid jeers from the gallery, Shropshire Council’s health 
and adult care scrutiny committee voted against Labour 


and Liberal Democrat plans 
for the commission on Mon¬ 
day, despite a meeting where 
members of the public said 
their views had not been 
taken into account. 

The council is to close four 
adult day care centres - two 
in Shrewsbury and two 
more in Oswestry once a 
replacement had been 
built - as well as reviewing 
the future of others, as it 
moves towards giving adults 
in social care personal budg¬ 
ets, which they can spend on 
a package of care and activi¬ 
ties to meet their needs. 

To laughter and cries of 
“What a load of rubbish” 
from the public gallery, the 
meeting was told some alter¬ 
natives to day care were 
fishing, football and gym 
membership. 

Labour group leader Alan 
Mosley called for a commis¬ 
sion to look at the plans 
again amid concerns over 
the consultation period and 
the impact on people. 

He said: “We have got a 
document which talks about 
consultation with 600 peo¬ 
ple, and we have got a room 
full of people which includes 
some of those 600 and they 
don’t feel consulted in the 
slightest.

“These proposals are 
designed primarily to save 
£1.5 million. 

“Why are we rushing this 
through? The decision has 
been taken by one person in 
a private meeting and the 
start of the holiday period.” 

Jennifer Lee, who cares 
for her sister, was applauded 
by the packed public gallery 
when she said: “There has 
been a lack of consultation. 
Neither I nor any other car¬ 
ers have had the chance to 
participate. This can only 
mean the consultation 
period was flawed. 

“I wasn’t told about day 
centres closing. If we’d had 
an inkling that they were 
closing you would have had 
more of a response from car¬ 
ers. You are trying to pass 
the buck so we have to pay 
out more ourselves.” 

Liberal Democrat council¬ 
lor Viv Parry left the meet¬ 
ing early because of an 
appointment, but fired a 
parting shot at committee 
chairman Gerald Dakin, say¬ 
ing not enough notification 
had been given. 

She said: “I think the way

you’re treating these people 
is disgusting.” 

And Councillor Mansel 
Williams said something had 
gone “radically wrong” 
when people were laying 
bare their private lives at a 
council meeting. 


He said: “It is outrageous 
and I think people need 
answers.” 

But scrutiny committee 
chairman Gerald Dakin 
said: “I am surprised that 
councillors have been sur¬ 
prised at the timing of this 


decision. We have been talk¬ 
ing about it for two years. 

“If the commission had 
happened 12 months ago we 
could have done something 
with it. But to do it at the 
end of the process would just 
lead to more anxiety.” 


Stephen Chandler, direc¬ 
tor of adult social care who 
prepared the report on day 
centres, insisted there had 
been “a very public and 
detailed” consultation.

Advice to 
relatives 
of those 
in care 

AN expert mental health 
lawyer from Oswestry has 
urged families to seek advice 
about relatives in care and 
nursing homes after flaws in 
the Mental Capacity Act 
were exposed. 

John Lancaster, a partner 
with GHP Legal, has urged 
the families of vulnerable 
people who they believe are 
being unlawfully detained to 
urgently seek specialist legal 
advice. It follows a report to 
a House of Lords select com¬ 
mittee this week which 
claimed tens of thousands of 
vulnerable people are being 
detained unlawfully due to 
the complexity of the Mental 
Capacity Act. 

Mr Lancaster said he was 
not at all surprised by the 
evidence presented to the 
committee by lawyers. 

“The MCA is seriously 
flawed in many ways, and 
there is a general lack of 
awareness among people as 
to who should be assessing 
whether a Deprivation of 
Liberty Safeguards order is 
required,” he said. 

“As a result a great many 
vulnerable people are being 
unlawfully deprived of their 
liberty, and to boot the Court 
of Protection, which exists 
to deal with cases concern¬ 
ing people who do not have 
the mental capacity to make 
their own decisions, is 
inflexible, costly and so far 
removed from the experi¬ 
ence of most family carers 
that few know to turn to it.”

Direct rail link to capital 
vital for tourist economy

WE all know the slogan, even if we 
don’t remember the advert. Let 
the train take the strain. 

The idea was that whether it was for busi¬ 
ness or pleasure, near or far, travelling by 
train was the way to go. 

But times have changed and the lack of a 
direct rail link between Shropshire and Lon¬ 
don means that, for many, taking the train has 
become something of a pain. 

To get to the nation’s capital one has to 
make the choice to change trains or drive to a 
station which does offer a direct service. 

It is a situation which many feel is not good 
enough and is why the Chronicle ’s sister paper 
the Shropshire Star - with the cross-party 
backing of the region’s MPs - launched a peti¬ 
tion calling on the Government and Network 
Rail to allow a direct link to be established. 
The petition has been signed by more than 
1,700 people who say the service would be 
good for business and tourism, as well as mak¬ 
ing it easier to visit family members. Here 
were look at some of the reasons those who 
have signed the petition have given. 

Richard Morris, from Shrewsbury, said: “I 
usually drive to Wolverhampton or Crewe, not 
because it’s the better option but rather that 
the train service between Shrewsbury and 
Wolverhampton is pathetic. 

“I am sick and tired of the train service not 
running on time, the excuses range from driv¬ 
ers starting the service late because they were 
on a break or simply that the train is full and 
I cannot get on. 

“I remember many times getting the train 
from Telford where I work to then make my 
way to London, many trains would come and 
go with the train manager of each opening one 
set of doors at a time saying that they would 


let people off but would not let more than 
one or two new passengers back on to the 
train for health and safety reasons. 

“Things have not improved much as I was 
on the same train only last week, had to 
stand the entire way like on a tube train in 
London’s rush hour. 

“I am in full support of the idea, no more 
waiting in the rain and snow for the third or 
fourth train which might have capacity for 
me to squeeze on.” 

Shropshire commuters who do business in 
London are in no doubt about the benefits a 
direct service would bring. 


Keith Davies, also from Shrewsbury, 
added: “The rail link between Shrewsbury, 
Telford and London is vital the continued 
success of Shropshire business. 

“Shropshire is not the backwater that 
Network Rail and the regulator think it is. 
How would these organisations react if one 
of south eastern towns decided to close its 
railway stations and move all its resources 
into to road transport? 

“The answer is that they would immedi¬ 
ately be lobbying the Government for its 
reinstatement as its revenue stream would 
be severely disrupted. 


“Shropshire, I believe, is seen as a soft 
touch when it comes to controversial deci¬ 
sions.” 

The petition has also attracted interna¬ 
tional attention. Darryl Keller from Cleve¬ 
land, Ohio, said: “On my last trip to 
Shropshire, my wife and I wanted to spend 
a couple days in London. It would be so much 
more convenient if we could have done so 
with a direct rail. 

“I would imagine many from London 
would like to spend some time in beautiful 
Shropshire - if it were easier to get there.”

One in 10 
workers 
runs own 
business 

AROUND one in 10 Shrop¬ 
shire workers is running 
their own business. 

That means there are 
10,603 self-employed people 
in the county, representing 
just over 10 per cent of the 
total workforce of 102,416. 

That’s higher than the 
national figures which sug¬ 
gest around eight per cent - 
or 2.5 million - of the total 
workforce is a home busi¬ 
ness owner. 

The stats come from a 
new study of Government 
data by insurance company 
Direct Line for Business. 

In Telford & Wrekin the 
figures match the national 
trend with 5,853 home busi¬ 
nesses in a workforce of 
77,290. However in south 
Shropshire, home business 
owners are more than dou¬ 
ble the national average at 
16 per cent. 

Those behind the study 
say a large majority of these 
home businesses operate in 
industries such as travel, 
marketing, recruitment and 
legal. But the figures also 
highlight emerging markets 
in catering, photography, 
hairdressing and arts & 
crafts. 

Jazz Gakhal, head of 
Direct Line for Business, 
said: “Self-employment has 
been on the rise for several 
years and our research now 
shows that a great number 
of these people work for 
themselves from home, 
including in Shropshire.”
